And not only 
did the collier remain as near the 
scene of the collision as was safe, 
but every one of her boats were low* 
ered, despite her own damaged condi­ 
tion, and saved some 350 of the liner's 
passengers and crew. 


Survivors of the disaster accussed 
members of the crew of the Empress 
of Ireland of Ailing the two first life 
boats that were launched. They were 
charged with falling to heed the cries 
for help of men and women, although 
there was ample room In the boats, 
The sailors of the sunken liner wore 
also charged with pushing men off tha 
open boats when they attempted to 
save themselves.

Calcutta, India.—The death occurred 
here recently of a man for whom It is 
claimed that he was without equal In 
hla skill In handling snakes. This was 
Professor Fox, an Australian snake 
farmer, who came to India a little time 
ago to prove the efficiency of what he 
claimed to be a perfectly sure antidote 
to the virus of a snake. 


Fox had been successful in all his 
experiments with animals In the Cal­ 
cutta roo, and «had just treated a goat 
which had been bitten and was lean­ 
ing on a box containing poisonous 
snakes when a krait, one of the most 
venomous of Iudian snakes, escaped 
and punctured Fox's wrist in five 
places.

Fox, who had often submitted to 
snake bite in order to show the effi­ 
cacy of his antidote, was in no way 
perturbed and treated four of the bites 
at once. 
Later In the day symptoms 
of poisoning developed and the tiny 
fifth puncture was discovered. It was 
then too late, as the antidote only acts 
if applied at once, and Fox died the 
same evening. 


Fox was well known in Australia. 
His snake farm was a few miles out­ 
side of Sydney, where he kept over 
five hundred snakes^ most of which 
he had caught in the brush. His busi­ 
ness was to extract the poison from 
the snakes and sell It to the chemists, 
and for this purpose he farmed snakes 
as other people farm pigs or poultry, 
and moved about his stock aa fearless­ 
ly as If they were rabbits.

Pour the whole into a 
quart of cream and set over the 
fire; stir it til] hot but do not let 11 
boll: pour Into a dish and let stand 
24 hours. 
Serve it with sponge cake 
and fruit. 
The flavoring may be 
omitted If not liked. 


Tunbridge Cakes.«—Rub three-quar 
tors of a cup of butter Into four cups 
of flour, then add three-quarters of a 
cup of sugar, beat two eggs and add 
to the above. Roll out very thin and 
cut with a cutter. 
Prick with a fork 
and cover with caraway seeds or bruah 
with white of egg and sprinkle with 
sugar. Bake until brown. 


Shrewsbury Cakes.—Sift togethef 
one cup of sugar, three cups of flour, 
one half-teaspoonfuI of cinnamon, a 
little nutmeg and a pinch of salt; add 
a little rosewater to the eggs well 
beaten; mix these with the flour. Then 
add as much melted butter as will 
make a good mixture to roll out. Mold 
well and roll thin, cut in any desired 
shapes.

Any small child bitten by a snake 
knows that ho must Instantly tie tight 
ligatures above and below the wound 
and then slash the part freely to let 
tho flow of blood carry away the 
venom. Many a lad willingly sacrifices 
a finger tip rather than run the risk of 
dying of snake bite, and will instantly 
chop off the tip himself and then hurry 
off for treatment.

In Florida, writes the Uov. Thomas H. 
Oro gory. 
Major Dade and his com­ 
mand of 100 men were attacked by the 
Srtnlnoles and completely wiped out, 
only four of the force escaping. 


The head and front of tho Seminole 
war, tn the course of which this 
“massacre” occurred, was Osceola« as 
pure a patriot and 
as 
gallant a 
fighter as ever broke into history. 


The 
Seminóle« 
were 
dissatisfied 
with a treaty that a few chiefs had 
made for their emigration west of 
the 
Mississippi, 
and 
when 
Gen. 
Thompson was sent to remove them 
by force they arose, under the leader 
ahlp of Osceola, and began fighting 
for the land that had come down 
to them from their fathers. 


They did Just what the Americans 
would certainly have done under simi­ 
lar conditions. 
The United States 
troops were invaders and the Semi­ 
nóles resisted them. Major Dade and 
his men were invaders and the Semi­ 
nóles killed them. 
The fact that a 
little bunch of chiefs, assisted 
by 
American "diplomacy” and firewater, 
had made a "treaty” 
giving away 
their country did not seem sufficiently 
sacred to the red men to Justify them 
In submitting to the American claims. 


Osceola fought like a lion for two 
years against vastly superior num­ 
bers, and In 1837 was made a prison­ 
er by General Jesup, while holding a 
conference with him under a flag of 
truce, and imprisoned in Fort Moul­ 
trie until his death which took place 
two years later. 


Beaten In the field and bereft of 
their great leader, the Seminóles re­ 
tired to the swampy fastnesses oL 
the everglades and kept up the fight 
for five years longer, successfully re­ 
sisting the onslaughts of more than 
10,000 American troops. 
To this day 
the descendants of the Seminóles are 
to be found in the big Florida swamp, 
preserving in their features and in 
their courage the characteristics of 
their stalwart and gamy ancestors. 


Osceola had every cause to hate the 
white man. His wife was seized as a 
slave, and when he protested and 
threatened revenge he was seized by 
Gen. Thompson and imprisoned for 
six days in irons. 
For this outrage 
Osceola killed Thompson, for doing 
which he was dubbed a "ferocious sav­ 
age” and declared an outlaw.

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WOULD DECIMALIZE TIME. 


Frenchman Propo««« Twsnty Hors« and 
« Thousand Chronss For a Day. 


Paris. — A »uggestlon is made In 
the current Revue Bleue for the pur­ 
pose of bringing the chronological 
system Into line with the decimaliza­ 
tion of money, weights and distance. 


The new proposal involves the divi­ 
sion of the day into twenty periods, 
called bores, instead of twenty-four 
hours, each bore being similarly divid­ 
ed into fifty periods, called chrones. 
each chrone—about one and a half 
minutes-belng the thousandth part of 
a day—as the gram and the meter are 
the thousandth part, respectively, of the 
kilogram and kilometer. 
The chrone« 
are further subdivided 
into 
ccnti- 
chrones, the equivalent of a second. 


The deviser of the plan asserts that 
the new system would facilitate ma­ 
rine observation, besides simplifying 
calculations of time generally.

French government, however, shows 
no Inclination to ftdopt the idea.

The two men hurried over to the 
beach and ordered the body taken to 
the Coney Island morgue. 


There, on closer examination, It waa 
seen that a signet ring atlll clung to 
the third linger of the right hand. 
This ring bore the initiate “J. B. M." 


The police officiate at once were con­ 
vinced that the body was that of Miss 
^McCann. 
The face wae so severely 
disfigured that none of the features 
were recognizable and the hands were 
badly mutilated, so that the only hope 
of positive identification lay In the 
clothing and the ring. 


Mr. Dougherty notified 
Robert G. 
McCann, father of the mlsBlng girl, at

Mr. Dougherty told him that in or* 
der to »pare the family the terrible 
trip to the morgue he would send to 
the house several gold pins found on 
the body, the signet ring, a lace collar 
and a shoe.

The moment Edith McCann saw the 
lace collar she burst into tears. It was 
one she herself had made for her sis*

any doubt as to the fate of his daugh­ 
ter. His son, Robert G. McCann, Jr., 
at once left the house for the morgue, 
where the Identification of the body 
was completed. 


Mr. Dougherty and Inspector Faurot 
both gave the opinion that the girl 
had been In the water from a day or 
bo after she disappeared. There waa 
no Indication of foul play.

Remove Negroes as Mob Howie. 


With five companies of the state 
militia holding back with loaded rifles 
a threatening and holwing mob of a 
thousand 
persons, 
the 
two 
negro 
youths who have confessed to the mur­ 
der of James H. Coleman, a Kem 
fsounty farmer, on Dec, 23, were taken 
out of Chestertown, Md., and lodged 
safely in the Baltimore jail. 


The temper of the townsfolk, which 
has been smouldering since the nearly 
successful attompt to lynch the ne« 
groes on Saturday night, broke out 
afresh as soon as Chief Judge Consta- 
ble announced at the opening of court 
that the two accused men would be 
taken to Baltimore. 


Open threats had been made that 
the negroes would not be taken away 
alive, and only the presence of the 
militia prevented this threat from be* 
ing carried out. As soon as the dccls 
Ion of the court became known the 
- crowd outside the court house grew 
Ugly. A circle of soldiers with loaded 
muskets surrounded the court house 
and jail, Immediately behind. From 
the latter place the negroes, James 
Paraway and Norman Mabel, were led 
a few minutes after the court had 
Bade its decision. 


The two prisoners, they are mere 
boys, Paraway being fifteen and Mabel 
Mventeen years old, were brought out 
I 
manacled together. As they appeareil 
on the steps of the juil the crowd 
aurged forward, but met the threaten 
log muskets of the soldiers.
